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BUFFALO HAIL ROAD 


The Convention of Railroad officers which 
Was in session at Buffalo during the greater part 
of last week, elosed its labors on Friday without 
acconiplishing the object for which it was called. 
The sessions were any thing but harmonious, and 
the debates were characterized by crimination 
avd recrimination of the most bitter cheracter. 
The final rupture o¢curred upon the settlement 
of the hour, for the departure gf traiusfrom New 
York, and the through time between that city 
and Chicago. The-N. ¥, Central wished the 
morning hour for leaving to be 6 o'clock, and | 
the time thraugh to-Chieago 35 hours. The 
New York and Erie, Pennsylvania Central, and 
Baltimore and Ohio, preferred to have the 
former at 8 o'clock, and the threagh time 88 ‘or 
hours. Then, the three latter roads wished 
the time to be pro rata over all the roads com- 

atte line, while the Central opposed 


the measure. There was no reconciling these 


_ differences ; and so after saying hard things of 


one another through'two days’ discussion, the 
Convention unanimously adopted a resolution 
for each line to arrange its own time table. Mr. 
Garrett, President of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad, hinted at a probable separate organ- 
ization of Western snd Soathern roads; and 
Mr. Moran’ declared he would never again be a 
party to any compact whatever. 

This will be the end, for some time 
at least, of all attempts to combine or hagmonise 
the interests of the rival through lines. Each 
will now fight on its own hook. Dangerous 
rates of speed, recklessness as to the life and 
limb of passengers, and ruinously low rates of 
fare and freight will now, doubtless, be the 
ae of the day.

Another contract we know of was made at $3, 
$6, $9, $13, and $19; while the lowest contract 
made, and that was only for one million feet, 
was at $3, $6, $12 and $18—made early in the 
winter. A large quantity of dry clear lamber 
(the three qualities,) was sold about two weeks 
agp to a Boston dealer at $22, and another lot 
was sold to go up the Ohio River at $21. The 
menufacturers, too, are all aiming to cut their 
lumber so as to suit the eastern markets. With 
such prices, of course it is needless to expect 
that we will receive any of the upper qualities 
at this port. Some idea may be formed of the 
Saginaw trade this seasdn, from ‘the fact that 
one banker there had on deposit $25,000 of cur- 
rency, and there was not $1,000 of this amount 
western bills—while usually the great bulk of 
the currency at Saginaw has been Illinois and 
Wisconsin money.

In connection with the above, however, our 
readers must bear in mifid that the manufacture 
of the above amount of lumber depends much 
on the state of the rivers this spring and sum- 
mer, and on the prices in this market. Should 
the streams be low, all the logs will not be got 
down; and should prices rule as low as last sum- 
mer, many mills which are provided with logs 
will only run on part time. On the other hand, 
should prices advance so as to make it an object 
to manufacturers, the amount cut may exceed 
the above figures. Many mills have facilities 
for getting logs in the summer months as well as 
in winter, and if there is a prospect of a good 
profit, they will not fail to do so. 


LUMBERING ON THE UPPER MISSISSIPPI. 
From all the accounts we can gather the 
mainfacture of lumber on the Upper i 
‘pi, and its feeders will be much less than usual. 
The “hard times” have been felt more severely 
there than in the region of the Lakes, and it is 
probable that not more than one-half the usual 
amount will come down the river. 

STOCKS OF LUMBER. 

The stock of Lumber all through the West 
is small: At Milwaukee there is only about 12,- 
000,000 feet against 40,000,000 a year ago. There 
is little or none in Racine and Kenosha, against 
several million a year ago. In all the interior 
towns of this State the stocks are reduced to 
their lowest point. In St. Louis there is an un- 
usually small amount of lumber on hand, and 
they 40 not expect-to get wach from the Upper 
Mississippi. All along Missouri River, and 
in Kansas there is but little lumber, and with 
the opening of business, a good demand will 
take place from that section. It is estimated

FREIGHTS—LAKE AND CANAL, 
Laxs.—The freights by Lake will in all pro- 
bability be fully as low as they were last year. 
We hear of no engagements; but the large 
number of vessels on the Lakes, with the small 
amount of freight to come up, renders it highly 
probable that freights will be low. 
Canat.—The Bondholders’ Trustees of the 
Illinois and Michigan Canal, without regard to 
the interest at stake, have advanced the tolls 
this season, 24c @ thousand.

It has 
now become the medium through which more 
than ten millions are annually expended, and 
last year, I think, reached eighteen millions! 
While the officers charged with its duties in the 
field or on the frontier are held to the veriest 
cents worth of property by the chief Q. M. Gen- 
eral, there is carried on in his office, or about it, 
this wholesale distinction of economy and pro- 
priety. The thing is going too far, and ought 
to bé arrested at once and some body held to 
ariswer.
